"The .socialist movement in East- ation Mr. 
em Europe might be compared to 
a train emerging from a tunnel 
into the light of day; by the same 
comparison the western democ- 
racies arc just preparing to whistle 
before entering the tunnel." So 
stated Konni Zilliacus regarding 
the present international situation, 
in his address on the subject "The 
light for peace can be won" pre- 
sented under the auspices of the 
Student Labour Club in the Union 
Ballroom last evening. 

In an effort to give his audience 
B perspective on the present situa- 
tion. Mr. Zilliacus presented an ac- 
count of the attempts on the part 
of the Western Allies to fight social 
revolution In Europe since the over- 
throw of Tsarist Russia in 1917. He 
Apologized for his tendency to be 
autobiographical by saying that he 
bad witnesed this fight while serv- 
ing In the British Intelligence tn 
Russia and wished to tell it as he 
had seen it. 

World War I 

In January. 1018. the German 
forces were withdrawing from the 
eastern front, to attempt a break 
through in the west. The French 
military leaders offered to super- 
Intend the training of the new Red 
Army to counteract this move. Mr. 
Zilliacus slated, but the British War 
Office although fully aware of the 
military advantages feared the dan- 
cer at home, of being loo zealous 
in fighting Germany with Ihc aid 
of the Russian revolutionaries. 

Winston Churchill, said Mr. 
Zilliacus. is a great man and when 
he is right he makes great strides; 
in the same way his mistakes have 
resulted In colossal blunders. Had 
Churchill's attempt to reinstate the 
Tsarist regime, at the end of the 
first world war been successful, 
Mr. Zilliacus believes that Russia 
would have fought on the side of 
Germany in the last conflict with 
very different results. As It was, 
he said, the smashing of socialist 
revolution in Europe ultimately 
created the fascist dictatorships of 
Italy and Germany. The parallel

Intervention in Greece, and the 
Middle (fast is painfully obvious, 
he believes, and he suggested that 
democracy as applied to that part 
of the world might be spelt O-I-L. 
Berates England 

The behaviour of England in the 
tionist- For this reason he said, 
the British Labor Party is far 
more radical than continental So- 
cialists but its original policy has 
been betrayed by its rightist lead- 
ers. 

Socialism Work* 
In summing up the present situ- 



Zilliacus insisted that 
300 million people from mid-Eur- 
ope to the Pacific have proved to 
him that Socialism can work. 
League of Nations, Mr. Zilliacus 
claimed, can best be described by 
the word Humbug which he de- 
fined as moral sincerity combined 
with mental dishonesty. England 
explained her failure to stop Mus- 
solini during the Abysinian crisis 
with the statement that the Brit- 
ish Parliament feared the Italian 
Navy; a statement, he remarked 
which made several British Ad- 
mirals rather upset. 

Under Fascist dictatorships, de- 
mocracy was almost destroyed with 
the result that the underground 
movement during the war, which 
required tough leadership, found it 
among the Communists. Mr. Zil- 
liacus explained. He went on tn say 
that France the Socialists were 
first pacifistic and Ihc collabora-

He 
He will speak on the topic "Legal 
Problems facing Unions and Lab- 
our Legislation in the Province of 
Quebec". The meeting will be held 
at the S.C.M. House, 3574 Univer- 
sity street. 

Prof. Perrault obtained his L.L. 
D. at Osgoodc Hall and held the 
post of lawyer for the United Tex- 
tile Workers of America previous 
to his present position In this cap- 
acity he defended Madeleine Pa- 
rent and Kent Rowley on the 
charges laid by the Provincial Gov- 
ernment as a result of their action 
in the Valleyficld Textile strike. He 
1 was invited to his present position 
'at the University of oMntreal dur- 
ing the ' summer, and is now lec- 
turing in maritime and commercial 
Law. 

The Labour-Management Com- 
mission was set up in October to 
investigate Labour - Management 
conditions in the Province of Que- 
bec. This is the first of a series of 
meetings at which speakers from 
labour and management will pro- 
sent various aspects of the field 
The lectures are open to all 
ferested students.

M.P. Emphazises 
Left Wing Views 
To City Scribes

Yesterday morning at the Wind- 
sor Hotel Konni Zilliacus, 'rebel" 
Labor M.P. from Britain, gave a 
press conference to a gathering of 
Montreal newspaper reporters. Em- 
phasizing the fact that all his opin- 
ions were those of a left-wing 
Member of the Labor Party, Mr. 
Zilliacus voiced a number of opin- 
ions and formulated rehabilitation 
plans which he contends arc indis- 
pensable to the adequate solution of 
the domestic and international pro- 
blems now facing Britain. 

Starting from the viewpoint that 
"socialism is essential ... to the 
revival of democracy and individual 
freedom in Europe," the former 
secretary of the League of Nations 
spoke for some time on Great Brit- 
ain's foreign policy. The recent dis- 
turbances in Palestine and the 
granting of Dominion status to India 
and Ceylon were what the British 
M.P. called "imperialistic hang- 
overs" and signs of the predicted 
fact that "we'll have to give in 
sooner or later." Therefore. Mr. 
Zilliacus continued, "we must make 
a virtue of necessity and turn it 
into a policy." 

Friendship With Russia 

Another policy strongly advocat- 
ed by the M.P. who continued the 
American lecture of the. "red" Dean 
of Canterbury when the latter fell 
ill jecently was one of "bonne 
entente" with the Soviet Union. 

The difficulty of the present gov- 
ernment of Britain is, Mr. Zilliacus 
holds, "deeper" than the lack of 
consumer goods. It is the one 
"inevitably resulting from the 
shift from one state of society to 
another by methods of constitu- 
tional democracy." 

Asked if he had any suggestion 
for or criticism of Canadian For- 
eign policy, the visitor stated that 
It was "dictated by geography," 
adding that the nearness of the 
American market and the Com- 
monwealth customs laws made for 
a balance of exports and imports 
on which he had no definite com- 
ment to make.

Speak at 
Gen Night 

Physics, Chemistry, 
Natural Science 
Discussed

Kour prominent Canadian scient- 
ists spoke last night at the "Science 
Gen Night" held in the Union. 
Sponsored by the Educational Com- 
mittee of the Arts and Science Un- 
dergraduate Society, the speakers 
discussed all aspects of a prospec- 
tive scientist's career. 

After a few remarks the chair- 
man. Dr. A. R. M. MacLcan, Ph.D., 
Technical director of the Dominion 
Dairies, Limited, introduced the 
other three Ruests. They were: Dr. 
R. M. Boyle. M.Sc. PhD., LL.D.. 
director of the division of Physics 
and Electrical Engineering, National 
Research Council; Dr< Lylc Strclght, 
M.A., Ph.D., research chemist at the 
head office of C.I.L.: and Dr. Stan- 
ley Cook. Ph.D.. Biological chemist 
with Ayerst, McKenna and Har- 
rison. Limited. 

The meeting then separated into 
small groups where informal dis- 
cussions took place. Dr. MacLean 
pointed out that a man's training 
is his capital, and is something 
which no one can take away from 
him, "A scientist should think of 
what he can give to industry, as 
well as improving his training to 
promote his own interests. A de- 
gree is a licence for further study." 

Dr. Cook, after following up Dr. 
MacLcan's remarks, quoted figures 
showing the extent of employment 
and wages offered to chemists, and 
particularly biochemists in Cana- 
dian Industry. 

Dr. Boyle, who spoke 'on physics, 
stressed the value of a full, well 
■ ounded education before starting 
to specialize. He also stated that 
many people were in college today 
who should not be there. 

In talking about chemists in in- 
dustry, Dr. Strcight said that above 
all, neat, concise reports were essen- 
tial. In closing, he pointed out that 
at all times a company is interested 
in new Ideas. 

At the close of the discussion 
groups, refreshments were served 
in the reading room. Chairman 
Dave Fricker called the meeting 
"highly successful in all ways."

Ryan, Morris Urge Complete 
Cooperation to Aid Students 



One way of promoting interna- 
tional understanding is by getting 
to know how the rest of the world 
lives, said Dr. Otto Klineberg, Pro- 
fessor of Psychology at Columbia 
University, in the final "Lecture on 
Living" in Moyse Hall last night. 

It is but an easy step from the 
lack of knowledge of a certain peo- 
ple to the distrust of those people, 
he said. 

Professor Klineberg is a graduate 
of McGill in both Arts and Medi- 
cine and also holds a Masters de- 
gree from Harvard and a Ph.D. 
frdm Columbia. He has travelled 
widely in his study of race rela- 
tions and is well-known as a text- 
book writer. 

Citing examples, he went on to 
say that the partial unanimity in 
the steriotyped opinions of a cer- 
tain group of people did not mean 
that these views represented the 
true facts. On the contrary, more 
often than not, the opinions held 
were completely wrong. 

Students' Prejudice 
He mentioned a test given to a 
number of college students in 
which they were asked how far 
they would like to be from cer- 
tain racial groups. Several non- 
existent but foreign-sounding 
names were introduced into the list 
of groups and it was found that 
in the majority of cases the stud 
ents preferred to be farther from 
these hypothetical groups than 
from the others. 

This showed, he said, that any- 
thing merely foreign-sounding was 
considered hostile by a group of 
people 

Other people are different and 
we should learn to know those dif- 
ferences, Dr. Klineberg stated, 
quoting from George Bernard 
Shaw, "Don't do unto others as you 
would them do unto you, their 
tastes might be different".

Pollard Flays 
Pessimism in 
Social Outlook 



Rev. S. Pollard delivered a short 
talk on "Christian Realism" yester- 
day at the S.C.M. meeting. This 
lecture, which was followed by a 
question period, was the second in a 
series entitled, "Dlalctical Material- 
ism". The main topics of discussion 
centered about the need of Christ- 
ian youth to combat growing eco- 
nomic disintegration. 

Rev. Pollard stressed a realistic 
approach to the social problems of 
our age and their solution by mat- 
ter-of-fact Christian methods. He 
commented on the Toynbce and 
Spenglcr histories, which, although 
excellent biological analyses, fail 
by their dismal outlook towards 
what is termed this "Age of Decay." 

The symptoms of world degrada- 
tion, arc: (1) The decline of 
Europe's birthright, (2) The rise of 
Fascism, (3) The present policy of 
certain members of the Roman 
Catholic Church towards Commun- 
ism. 

In concluding. Rev. Pollard em- 
phasized that the pessimistic atti- 
tude and inadequate interpreta- 
tion of social conditions described 
by such authors should be depre- 
cated. They are a threat to progress, 
and are forwarded only to preserve 

the present decade of society.

The Student Executive Council's decision to 
institute a McGill committee of the Interna- 
tional Student Service is a commendable one; 
but one which hears many interesting sidelights. 

No one can deny the overall principle of the 
Service; it is today the only institution especially 
equipped to handle student relief on an inter- 
national scale. With headquarters in Geneva, 
it above all, provides the ideal outlet for relief 
to war-ridden, impoverished European students. 

Its central staff, composed of professors, 
graduates, and students arc indeed in a position 
to judge the urgency nnd specific needs of 
European and Asian students. They possess the 
statistics and all other pertinent information. 

These arc facts which are recognized and 
appreciated. Hence the Council decision to 
pledge itself to the forthcoming national relief 
drive which the I.S.S. intends to sponsor in 
February. 

There is, however, one objection which must 
be put forward; the validity of which is all too 
obvious to those who are familiar with the 
operation of the organization. 

This objection concerns the leadership and 



administration of the Service. 

Despite the fact that the greater part of 
I.S.S. work here is actually done by students 
across Canada; and in spite of the huge amounts 
of money which they contribute to student relief 
—despite these facts, Canadian students ap- 
parently have little say in the direction and ad- 
ministration of the organization. 

There is no doubt that the money collected 
by the I.S.S. is, and always lias been, channeled 
along those lines for which it was intended; the 
money lias been used for student relief— and 
wisely. But the extensive participation of Can- 
adian students demands that they have a greater 
voice in the organization itself. 

It would have been unwise, because of this 
situation, to abstain completely from engaging 
in I.S.S. work at McGill; the immensity of the 
European students' plight spoke against such 
a move. 

But it is hoped that the McGill committee, 
when it is formed, will bend its efforts to make 
I.S.S. a more representative organization in its 
administration.— A.T.

THOUGHTS OUT OF SEASON. 
I discovered recently that the his- 
torian is constantly faced with a 
problem similar to that of the 
critic if his activities arc to consist 
of anything beyond the mere 
enumeration of facts. This is the 
problem of whether to interpret 
happenings objectively in terms of 
the particular eras in which they 
occurred, or to evaluate them in 
terms of their consequences (for 
truth, or justice, or order, or pro- 
gress, or what have you). The for- 
mer can result in an extremely 
sterile sort of objectivity, the lat- 
ter in a partisan criterion. Ob- 
viously both points of view must 
be assumed in order that a proper 
perspective be reached. 

The critic is constantly confront- 
ed with a similar problem: Wheth- 
er to accept a work at its own face 
value nnd to demand nothing more 
titan an achievement of whatever 
effect was intended, or to demand 
something beyond, of a more or 
less definite nature. The same re- 
marks, I think, must apply. 

V V *•* 

Intellectual pleasure, sometimes 
called the highest kind, consists in 
the appreciation of a difficulty 
overcome. It is a paean in praise of 
the monumental soul of some 'fel- 
low-creature. It sometimes is the 
perception or at least the sensa- 
tion of an isolated form in a chaos 
or within a maze of other forms 
as when listening to some of the 
works of Bach. The best description 
of this Intellectual pleasure Is as 
a sense o{ power; an unknown 
quantity is fitted into the scheme 
of things. 

•> •> ❖ 
The child's existence evolves 
about his instincts and emotions. 
With Increasing age the things of 
the intellect assume Increasing Im- 
portance. Thus the truly adult be- 
ing can be fit for nothing tjeyond 
the contemplation of mathematics 
in a vacuum. Art, which should 
appeal to intuition and emotion as 
well as to the intellect, can never 
appeal to the truly elite. 

•> * ❖ 
Is art of any Importance In human 
affairs? 

Now, more than ever before, 
there is hardly any activity of 
greater importance. Though our 
social problems arc pressing, it is 
the intuition of the artist that may 
supply the values of which our 
lives arc now barren. 

Some modification of present ten- 
dencies may be necessary. Art 
evolves on, symbols nnd forms 
which ore not inherent in nature, 
but exist only In the mind. This 
in no way detracts from their 
value, for all of Man's knowledge 
has the same limitations. Just as 
mathematics were designed to in- 
terpret external phenomena, so 
must artistic form be modified to 
express clearly the nature of Man. 
Form as an entity devoid of repre- 
sentation has little to offer to any 
but the most Olympian ofintellcc- 
tuals. Potentially, Man's greatest 
work of art is himself, nnd the 
artist of tomorrow may find set- 
ting him back in the centre of the 
Universe a very rewarding pursuit. 



A Critique — Dialectic Materialism

As a result of his apparent self- 
blinded opportunism, Mr. Garmaise 
clamours spuriously (the support of 
thinkers Is on his side, he states) 
that its failure to explain the uni- 
verse "rules It out as an adequate 
philosophy." If this be so, then not 
only philosophy, but modern science 
needs to be ruled out since, accord- 
ing to his criterion, It cannot and 
■will never be able to comprehend 
the ultimate workings of the uni- 
verse. The critic is concerned with 
eternal truths. Let us examine this 
aspect In the light of this passage 
from "Antl-Duhrlng," by Engels: 
If mankind ever reached the 
stage at which It could only work 
with eternal truths, with conclu- 
sions which possess sovereign 
validity and have an uncondi- 
tional claim to truth, it would 
have reached a point where the 
infinity of the intellectual world 
both in its actuality and in its 
potentiality had been exhausted, 
and this would mean the famous 
miraelt of the lnflnita series 



which has been counted would 
have been performed." 

This little man (honours phil- 
osophy) now has the colossal gall 
to maintain that the contradiction 
clement In all phenomena Is a 
"mere mythical speculation." That 
this figure would attempt to refute 
certain, basic scientific principles 
maintained by Haldane. Necdham, 
Levy, Bernai, Lotka, Oparln, Raw- 
linson and others not in the 
Marxist camp, Is not petty, it's 
pathological. 

With the gradual decline of for- 
mal logic which dominated and was 
responsible for the static concep- 
tions of the Universe by Victorian 
scientists (challenged though it had 
been by Nicholas of Cusa and earl- 
ier by Lucretius), the parallel dead- 
locks of antagonisms at higher or- 
ganizational levels were incompre- 
hensible. It led to the law "that 
any new synthesis at any higlin.- 
levcl embodies clcmenls of both the 
warring sides at the lower level." 

This is hut one basic principle 
utlliied by science. The well known 



transformation of quantitative to 
qualitative change and conversely 
(the boiling point in physical chem- 
istry). Negation of the negation 
(metamorphosis phenomena) and 
the unity of opposltea (mitosis). As 
Needham asserts, what Marxists 
have not done is to elucidate the 
great levels of integration and or- 
ganization (dialectical levels) that 
have arisen. 

PART III 

Having deluded himself Into 
thinking of the Myth of Dialectics, 
he now rest* assured that there can 
be no answer to his query of its 
selectivity. It is apparent in his con- 
templative circles not totally ration 
al and objective thought and action 
to science. That Dialectical Mater 
ialism is selective Is axiomatic, for 
the basically obvious .reason that 
science rests on the collective and 
co-operative work of millions who, 
utilizing as their dicta, the unity of 
Theory and the pre-eminence of 
practice, set the stage for the ap- 
proach to objective reality.

Street Scene

Last night, the Canadian Art 
Theatre presented its first per- 
formance of "Street Scene." a play 
in three acts, by Elmer Rice. 
Street Scene" is a deeply moving 
drama of tenement life in a big 
city; the tenement a whirlpool in 
the waters of humanity, which rush 
by in the street, gathering in bits 
of debris, whirling them about, and 
tossing them out again. The small 
dingy flats arc turned inside out, 
and the inhabitants exposed, then 
the souls of these arc exposed in 
turn, shallow, dull and weary, 
reaching for the stars beyond their 
grasp. 

In the front room, professor Fllp- 
po Florentine's pupils play their 
scales on the piano, while life runs 
its scale over twenty-four hours, 
from birth to death, from love to 
hate, and from philosophy to 
drunkencss. The milkmnn, the Ice- 
man and the mailman come and go 
while the crowd floats by, stopping 
to laugh, to point and to judge. 

Excellent character sketches were 
played by Adolph Mueller who 
played Abraham Kaplan, the old 
Jewish radical, Alice Rogers who 
played Emma Jones, a busybody 
tenant, and Saul Cohen who played 
the part of Professor Filippo Flo- 
rentine, the music teacher. Settings 
and makeup were good, particularly 
the latter, whioh contributed no 
small amount to the overall impres 
slon of reality. 

This play is the first of a series 
of adult plays to be produced by 
the Canadian Art Theatre. • It is an 
excellent play, well staged, well 
acted, and one which few lovers of 
the drama should miss.

FLIESCHU . . . 
NEEDS YOU 

Dear Auditors: 

Lately, as I lay In my bed, and 
could not sleep because my feet 
were like two pieces of ice, I 
thought to myself how fortunate 
I am, and how I have blessings 
which other creatures do not pos- 
sess. "Consider," I said to myself, 
"consider for a moment the fly. 
Flies have no shoes. Flics go com- 
pletely barefoot. That is an un- 
bearable pity. Flics should wear 
shoes." So, I spoke to myself, and 
accordingly I am here today to soli- 
cit your support for the Fliegens- 
schuh vcrtcilungsgcscllschaf t ( So- 
ciety for the Distribution of Shoes 
to Flics) or Flicschu. 

Flics must have shoes! Every 
year hundreds of flics are crippled 
by rheumatism and arthritis, and 
thousands catch colds, often fatal, 
whom shoes would protect as they 
make their way over cold floors and 
ceilings. How many millions of 
flics have slipped from the rim of 
the glass as they tried to obtain a 
mouthful of milk, and been drown- 
ed, whom shoes with wooden soles 
might have kept afloat and alive. 

Flics must have shoes! Even if 
you are hard-hearted enough not to 
be able to realize this from the 
flies' point of view, you must re- 
alize it as a matter of your own 
comfort and convenience. Flies 
will catch colds, and is it not dis- 
turbing to be obliged to interrupt 
an interesting discourse, or to 
awaken oneself from a sound sleep, 
merely to say "Gcsundhcit" when 
some laryngitic fly or other sneezes? 
Certainly it would be better to find 
a live fly floating on your milk 
than to find a dead fly in It. 
Benefits Enormous 
Consider merely the benefits of 
flics equipped with various shoes 
for various foods, such as potato, 
shoes for potatoes, Ice cream shoes 
for ice cream, molasses shoes for 
molasses, and so on. In this way 
the flics will be rendered more 
sanitary than they now are, and 
the unhappy accident of the Crepes 
Suzcttcs' tasting of Irish stew as a 
result of the fly's peregrinations 
would be forestalled. This will, of 
course, necessitate teaching the 
flics to put on and take off their 
footwear, and to do so at the proper 
time, and though for long this 
seemed an almost insuperable dif- 
ficulty.

Already the learned professors of 
the University of Pfeifdunkelheim- 
crsdorf have embarked upon the 
study of the speech of flics. As soon 
as they have completed a compre- 
hensive grammar of this particular 
form of speech, they will instruct 
thousands of young ladies, gathered 
from every country of the universe, 
In its syntax, whose duties it will be 
to tench the flics how to put on 
and take off the shoes, how to tie 
and untie the knots, and which set 
of shoes to use in which environ- 
ment 

When it is considered that each

Thc five-year plan of reconstruc- 
tion, industrialization, and electri- 
fication of thc country is an en- 
deavor that has become a tremen- 
dous unifying force among a peo- 
ple who have been traditionally 
divided, religiously and ethnically. 
Aspects of the country's social or- 
ganization such as thc status of 
women, the juvenile delinquency 
late and thc standard of living were 
dealt with. 

Miss Jackson's closing remarks, 
in which she stated that the feel- 
ing of unity inspired by this com- 
mon project has all but removed 
racial and religious prejudices that 
once were so widespread, rounded 
out the central idea of her address.
